More than 5,000 schools are ex- 


pected to close by April 15, 1935, 
with not more than six-month terms, 
unless emergency federal aid is pro- 
vided. This applies to schools of the 
nation. 

Schools in 144 districts remained 
closed during the autumn of 1934, 
until the emergency relief administra- 
tion provided funds to open them. 
(Thousands of children went with- 
out their proper schooling during 
this closed season).

There are 200,000 more pupils to 
be taught this year than last; 1,200,- 
000 more than in 19380. There are 
few more teachers this year than 
last, but 11,000 fewer than in 1930. 
Considering these reductions in 
school costs, teaching and main- 
tenance we should ask ourselves— 
does it pay to crimp our schools? 
Does it pay to have less teachers 
at cost to our children? Does it 
pay to “save” a few dollars while 
placing a burden on education?

About 250,000 teachers, nearly one 


in three, are receiving less than 
$750 annually. Approximately 54,000 


teachers, one in sixteen, are receiv- 
ing less than $450 annually. Unpaid 
salaries and outstanding salary war- 
rants and certificates of indebtedness 
amount to over $100,000,000. 

Considering the low wages paid 
teachers we often wonder why so 
many people will follow the teaching 
profession. Again let us ask our- 
selves—it is profitable to our chil- 
dren and to education to pay teach- 
ers a miserable low wage?

Many teachers in elementary 
schools have classes of 50, 60, up 
to 70 pupils. tven in the nation’s 


capital, 33 per cent of all elementary 
classes enroll more than 40 pupils. 
Kindergartens, music, art, play- 
grounds, evening schools, classes for 
handicapped children, and _ other 
essential services which have been 
eliminated from many school pro- 
grams are still lacking in a large 
number of cities. 

With these difficulties facing our 
nation’s schools, labor in particular 
should keep a keen eye on educa- 
tion— labor must watch education 
and not allow a few penny-wise and 
pound-foolish leaders to disrupt the 
foundation of our nation—labor is 
behind education — labor knows full 
well that without the proper educa- 
tion it cannot progress—labor is also! 
mindful of the fact that with the 
proper directors in office education 
at the highest standard will be main- 
tained — but with education in the 
hands of politicians and those seek- 
ing self-honor we cannot expect 
anything but communism and the 
downfall of government.

| Section 7-A, Is Charge

| An instructive mix-up illustrating 
| the ramifications of holding com- 
| panies has indirectly involved the 
| teconstruction Finance corporation 
}in a case of discrimination against 
| trade unionists. 

| When General Dawes was on the 
| verge of bankruptcy for his Chi- 
| cago bank, he borrowed 90 million 
dollars from the REC, posting cer- 
tain collateral for the loan, inelud- 
ing controlled ownership in the 
Public Utilities Securities corpora- 
| tion. Dawes defaulted, and _ the 
REC came into control of the cor- 
poration, placing five of its mem- 
bers on the eight-man directorate. 
| This holding concern controls Util- 
ities Light and Power Co., which 
in turn controls the LaClede Gas 
| Co. of St. Louis. 


Gas House Workers’ Union No. 
18799 asked the LaClede Gas Co. 
to recognize the union and nego- 
tiate an agreement with its repre- 
sentatives. The company refused 
to do so and dismissed Joe Davis, 
a union worker, who had been em- 
ployed by the company for 14 years, 
charging him with sleeping on the 
job. 

The case came before the Na- 
tional Labor Relations board, which 
ruled the company had violated 
| Section 7-A of the National Recov- 
ery Act by refusing to bargain col- 
lectively with the Gas House Work- 
ers’ Union and gave the concern 
10 days to put Joe Davis back to 
work. 


On whose board Jesse Jones, chair- 
man of the RFC, has a majority of 
the members, is responsible for the 
policy of the LaClede company. But 


the board does not meet until April 
24. In the meantime it was ex- 
pected that Mr. Jones would tell 


the boss of the gas company to obey 
the mandate of the labor board and 
keep the blue eagle.
